* Since then it is impoffible to produce this 
Union of Principles, itremains to examine, 
what'muft fupply the Felicity Fhat.fuppliea 
Gs with; I have laid it downass a Maxim, 


That Safety and Peade eompleat the publick 
Happinefs of a Nation, ‘and .Iam, vw 
proving, that both thefe mayibe * 
without a Usion of Principles. . .° - 
As to Safety, I have proved is the laft 
Review, that we have itin its highe& humaa 
Perfe@tion, aad far beyond aay ‘Nation in 
the World, and that all our. Difference ig: 
Principles does not at allaffe& it: I come 
now to fhew, that we may have Peace in 
the fame Perfeétion, notwithftanding all 
our Difference in Principles; pardon me, 
Gentlemen of the High Party, | do wot fay 
we bave it, I with, however mortifying a. 
might be to you, I could fay we beve is, bus 
lfay we mayhaveit, aad were it not for 
your publick Oppofition. to this. 
healing Articles I believe, we might foan 
fay, we have it. ae rer Paty 
Look ye fo it, ye Dividers ia: Iriel, wha; 


‘campoferye no Chasity, mo Peace, no Seq 


ci¢ty, with’ thole-whele Pyincipler do. nog- 
come 
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come up to all your Extravagancies, who 
cannot jump with all your Opinions, and 
joyn Hands Ia all your Confederacies/ with 
what vain Pretences do you cloath your 
Standing of from your Brethren, and ex- 
clude them from the Happinefs of the Com- 
munity, becaufethey cannot fuft believe as 
you believe ? —Can nothing but a Union of 
Principles make ws happy ? Wretched Bri- 
tains ! what Mifery is our Lot, who can ne- 
ver agree in Principles, and therefore muft 
for ever be miferable in al] other things. 

Is there no Neighbourhood, ‘tfo Society, 
nv Commerce, no Charity, fer Want of an 
entire Correfpondence of Principles ? It this 
be High. Chypeh Charity, Frecommend the 
Gentlemen & the « haraéter given of that 
bleffed thing ‘call’d Charity in the,facred 
Texr, and fee how they correfpond: J] do 
confefs, this Spirit rages too much- among 
the Party,and if I were to tell you of a 
Knot of the High-Clergy, that in the Town 
where they live, refule to buy or fell with 
the Diffemgert, and hew they forbid one of 
their Servants buying «Male of a Liffenter, 
becaufé they could not bear-to drink Ale 
brewed with Presbyterian Matt: I Say, if I 
were totel) this Tale, and could make mer- 
ry with 2 great many fuch, Pofterity would 
blufh for this Generation, and be afham’d to 
own. their -Princtpies, tho’ they were to 
efpoufe the Party. 

Befides, Gentlemen of the Zigh- Party, 1 
woald in a friendly Manner advife you to be 
very cautidus, how you forbid Commerce 
with the Whigs, and the Reafon is plain, viz.

Ale—They fhould refufe to fet your Poor 
have avy Presbyterian Work; that your Ships 
fhou'd get no Whigeifh Fraight, 09 Precby- 
terian Bale, that your Comtpani-s fhould 
have no Whigpifh -cock, your Ranks nu Pres- 
byterian Cafh,, that in ou; manutattering 
Towns theDiffentersthould refure tu employ 
any Of you~ People, cr To Duy or fei} with 
any but (uch as were Diffenters, ov iach as 
were guilty of che unpardoueble Sis of Mo 
deration, What doyou think, Gentlemen, 
co ild thé High-Church ftand by her felf ia 
fuch Cafes or 10? Would the fupport herown 
People, or maiotain her owa Poor ? Or how 
long da you think they would'be a Parcy?— 
Upon my Word, Gentlemen Tories, you 
need not talk of Pres'yterias Malt, you 
would foon bave no Malcacall, nor little 
elf-—And whenever you pl<afe to petition 
the Parhament, thar an A& of S-paration be 
made, that the Aigk-Ckurch Party, who 
according to Mr. Dedmell is the only true 
Church of England, fhould not trade, buy 
nor (ell with cheLow. Church Schifmsticks, for 
fuch'they count them, ‘nor with the Difpxe- 
ing Schifmaticks ; My Word for it, they all 
give theic Vote for it, and you fhall have 
fuch a Separation by Confent; and affare 
yourfelves, whenever that is done, your 
own Poor wilF mob you, and pul! your Hou- 
fes down for Want of Bread; and tell you te 
your Faces, you have ftarved them by your 
Madnefs, 

The Refult of this Ditcourfe is, I think a 
very plain Story, Vz. That our Principtes 
have no Manner of Concern in our civil 
Peace, why may we not brew the fame 
Matt, and drink the fame Ale, and fit atthe 
fame, Table, andenjoy all Sorts of Sociable 
and Gentleman-like Familiiricy; and not ba 
alwavs compariog our Creeds, or capping 
Principles ; our Opinions in Religion are not 
at afl abfolutely neceffary Ingredients in our 
civil’Peace; we may be Comrades and 
Neighbours, we mav be Partners in Trade, 
in Offices, may in Beds, and net all ‘of a 
Sortment, either incur Religious or in our 
Politick Opinions. 

Nay, let sté carry it farther, we may go 
tn Heavem without 4 Union of Principles ; 
The Unity of the Spiritis formed ia the Bond 
of Peace; not of Parties 3 and this Uniry of 
the Spirit may be found without a Usion of 
Principles.-It may indeed be enquir'd here, 
what we mean by Principtes, and let-the Au- 


thor 
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thor of the Rehesrfal explain It for bimfelf, I 
fhyall not treat him, as he does me and others, 
a-l4-mode de Inuendo. But let him explain 
it which Way he pleafes, “tis againft 
him here.. 

Ifhe means by Principles,the Fundamen- 
tal Doétrines of the Chriftian Religion ab- 
folutely neceffary to Salvation, without A- 
greemeotin which a Man cannot bea Cri- 
ftian; then he hasbeen faying Nothing, for 
in that we have the Union he {peaks of, and 
there we abfolutely agree-; he-will not fay, a 
Diffenter from Epi{copacy cannot go to Hea- 
ven, or is not a Chriftian. 

If he means by Principles, the. Points in 
Debate between the Church and the Diffent- 
ers, then I fay, he is infinitely.erroneous ; 
and tofay we cannot be happy without a 
Union in thefe Principles, muft be falfe 5 be- 
caufe we may have a-pubhick Peace withoure 
it, and as before Safety and Peace moft cer- 
tainly denominate National Happine&, or 
it would be very hard to tell us, when a 
Wation isin ahappy Condition. 


If then we may have Safety, if. we may: 
have Peace, nay, if we may go to Heas: 
ven withour chis Union of Priaciples, as I. 
think,. is evident from what has been (aid, 
and more might be (aid if it were not 3, i¢ 
remains for Mr, Rebearfal tofh:w as, what 
there is in the D-fferences between .us,which. 
makes itimpofhble for us to be hippy, or. 
whereia our Happinefs is. deficient ; and 
would he do this fairly and, ingeououfty, I 
am perfwaded, it would be eafie to make it 
appear, that our Want of Happinefs does 
noc confit inour difunited Principles, . fo 
much asin our difuniting Tempers not fo 
much in our differing in.Opinion, as-in our. 
Opinionate differing; not: in.our contend, 
ing Principles, as in our Principle of Cone 
tention ;.and.were chit Delighbting fo differ 
taken away, ous differing Principles woyld 
no Way interrupt our Happinefs, - either, 
National or Perfonal: And {o much to that 
abfurd Doétrine, That wecan have no Hap- 
pinefs in England without anion of Prine 
ciples. |

§- Keepall that Money at Home that ig 
now paid, both for Goods and Fraight, 
for they bring moft in their own

In my next I fhall apply this brief Scheme 
to the Cafe in hand, and fully prove, that 
to do this, is fo far from prompting the 
Coltonies toan Indepnedency, that’tis the 
mo& effe@ual Way to fecure them from 
ever defiring it, and this I dowbt not to 
make very plain.
